“Now, out of these hundreds—and, 
indeed, I may say thousands—of im- 
pressions that have been frankly placed 
at mi disposal, there never has been 
a single suggestion from one of your | 
countrymen that Mexico was ripe for 
the more advanced democracy under 
which you and your people, with your 
different antecedents and inheritance, 
have prospered so marvelously. 

“Of course, I think and I believe 
that everyone in Mexico and in the 
United States who has had practical 
experience in government and in gov- 
¢rning, will consider Senor Madero's 
claims quixotic. 1 grant you, of 
course, that every day a step should 
be taken by our government, towards 
the democratic ideal, toward the dif- 
fusion and extension of democratic in- 
stitutions and the suffrage, but, this 
uires a generation, perhaps, two. 
I think if we effect it within two gen- 
erations it will be a miraculous per- 
formance. Public opinion may rule 
in the United States, but here, if placed 
in charge of our affairs, anarchy would 
be the result. 
ELDER STATESMEN IN RUT. 
“Of course, we elder statesmen, as 
they call us, may have gotten a little 
into a rut, and the younger statesmen 
are right, of course, in prodding us. 
That is their privilege and we do not 
complain. The future belongs to them. 
But they should do their work of con- 
struction upon the liberal foundations 
which their fathers cemented with 
their blood, and not destroy them and 
convert our flourishing country into a 
wilderness.” 

Here, unfortunately, just as Senor 
Limantour was about to speak on the 
question of the landing of a force of 
British marines at San Quintin, in 
Lower California, recently, and the al- 
leged crossing by American soldiers of 
the frontier line, an adjutant arrived 
post haste from President Diaz, in an 
adjoining room, with the announce- 
ment that the Cabinet was assembled, 
and was awaiting only the arrival of 
the Finance Minister to begin the busi- 
ness of the day, which will be so

NO FURTHER CONCESSIONS. 

I mist say that several times in 
the course of the interview, while ex 
pressing pemfect understanding of and 
sympathy With the feelings of the 
American people on the subject, Senor 
Limantour declined for his govern- 
ment to accept official. responsibility 
for the Douglas incidents. While Hop- 
ing that there would be no recurrence 
of such incidents, he stated emphatic- 
ally that he did not see how their repe- 
tition could be prevented unless the 
insurgents surrendered.

W ould Give President Power 
to Invade Mezico. 


8 peech Sharply Censured by 
Republican Leaders. 


Senator Stone Urges Con- 
gress to Drastic Measures. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Congress 
is in no temper to meddle in the in- 
teinal affairs of Mexico, and in the 
Senate a majority of both sides of the 
chamber will endeavor to present 
open discussion of the travail through 
which the Republic south ofethe Rio 
Grende is passing. 

This was made clear today at the 
conclusion of a speech on the Mexi- 
can situa by Senator William J. 
Stone of Missouri. a Democrat, and 
minority member of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, who ad- 
voted empowering the President to 
use the army and navy in any way he 
might see fit to protect American lives 
and property. 

The resolution was refer to the 
Foreign Relations Committee, which ts 
nut likely to act upon it soon. 

Senators Cullom, Bacon, Root and 
Rodge, all members of this commit- 
tee, immediately deplored public dis- 
cussion ot a sister republic's troubles, 
and several took the Missourian sharp- 
ly to task for the tenor of his re- 
rerks, suggesting that such discus- 
sions should occur only in executive 
session. 

Senator Bacon said he wanted it un- 
derstood that the views Mr. Stone 
expressed are not universallx shared 
in the Senate. He said that to give 
the President “power to use the army 
and navy as he may see fit, is in it- 
seit a declaration of war,” and the 
time for such an extreme course had 
not arrived. 

Mr. Root was even more emphatic 


in his disapproval, 

“Granting that injuries had been 
done to the lives and property of 
American citizens that ought to be re- 
dressed,” he said, “it does not follow 
that we should begin the process of 
securing redress by threatening force 
on the part of a larger nation against 
a smaller and weaker one.” 

This, he said, would be a reversai 
of national policy and a step back- 
ward in civilization. He regarded the 


adoption of a resolution giving the 
President such bread discretion as 
equivalent to a declaration of war. It

The eminent Minister also repeated 
several times with increasing emphasis | 
that he did not think that his govern- 
ment could or should accept any fur 
ther restriction upon the action. of its | 
military forces on the frontier. a

natural anxiety, distress and perturba- 


tion among — frontier population 
would have the effect of turning our 
prosecution of the war against the in- 
surgents into a farce.”

CABRAL PLANS AGAIN

thirty armed men in possession. 
Another force of 150 rebels is re- 
ported to be at Bavispe crossing, and 
400 more under Antonio Rojas at 
Ysabal. These latter forces are said to 
be waiting to form a junctiin with 
Juan Cabral’s insurrecto army of 400 
men. 
Strengthened by these reinforcements 
Cabral is said to be planning another 
attack on Agua Prieta. His men are 
reported to have burned twelve bridges 
on the Nacozari rallroad.

NEW YORK, April 20.--Against the 
advice of Superintendent Hotchkiss of 
the State Department of Insurance, 
and its trustees, the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society, by a vote of its 
board of directors today, elected Wil- 
liam A. Day, J. Pierpont Morgan's can- 
didate, to succeed the late Paul Mor- 
ton as president of the society, at a 
salary of $20,000 a year, as against 
$80,000 a year paid to Mr. Morton. No 
vice-president was chosen to succeed 
Mr. Day. 

The board also passed resolutions in 
favor of mutualization, continued the 
present committee on that subject and 
instructed it to co-operate with the 
State Department of Insurance with 
the trustees and with Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Hotchkiss maintained that se- 
lection of a president should have been 
deferred until mutualization was ac- 
complished. For an hour he add 
the directors. 

“The majority of the shares in this 
society--to be exact 602 shares 
out of 1000," told them, “Is now 
owned by J. Plerpont Morgan, and for 
him held by trustees. I believe that 
Mr. Morgan favors mutualization, tn 
fact, he has told me so; but Mr. Mor- 
gan is 74 years old, and we all know 
what distrust, unrest and anxiety have 
attended a change in control of the 
society in the past. | 

“Here we have a corporation with 
500,000 policy-holders in this country, 
Canada, Great Britain, Australia, In- 
dia, all over the world—as nearly per- 
manent, one may say, as any corporate 
institution in the world can be. Is 
this corporation to be sold and resold 
at the will of an individual owner, per- 
haps to be exploited, certainly to be 
intrigued for, or is it to be enfran- 
chised and own itself?“ 

Mr. Morgan is now in Europe and 
his 602 shares of stock are held by 


Geo W. Perkins, former Justice 
—.— J. O’Brien and Louls Cass 
Ledyard as trustees. He is under- 


stood to have asked $5000 a share, and 
the policy-holders will have to make a 
corresponding disbursemént for his 
holdings.

Rebel Leader Shows Thought 
for Americans.

EL PASO, April 20.—Francisco 1. 
Madero today sent official notice to the 
consuls of Juarez of his intention to 
attack the town at any moment fol- 
lowing the time limit he had set. 

Madero felt he was not compelled to 
give official notice to foreign consuls 
of his intention to attack, as he has 
not been as a belligerent, 
but he insisted it was proper to do so 
to avoid loss of life and is holding his 
men in check until the time specified. 

American Consul T. D. Edwards is- 
sued his warning to foreigners at 11 
o'clock this morning. After announc- 
ing he has been notified of the time of 
attack, Edwards's notice reads: 

“I therefore repeat my former warn- 
ing to all foreigners and non-com- 
batants to seek a place of safety and 
remain away from this city until or- 
der shall have been restored.” 

Madero's notice to Consul 
and other foreign consuls 
follows: | 

“To the United States Consul in Ciu- 
dad Juarez, and other consuls: I have 
the honor to notify you that after twen- 
ty-four hours, beginning at midnight 
of April 19, I may attack your city 
at any moment. Will you kindly please 
take knowledge of this notification and 
also advise the other consuls and all 
the foreign residents of your city so 
that they can take measures which 
they adjudge convenient to avoid the 
natural consequences which may follow 
an attack. Accept the expression of 
my respect and consideration.

A western edi- 
torial on the communication aforesaid 
has attracted attention at the White 
House, and it was stated tonight that 
this editorial reflected to 4 marked 
degree the feeling of the government, 

The only danger apprehended by 
President Taft at this time is that 
the public may become inflamed by 
sensationalists. He realizes, however, 
that he has both parties in Congress 
with him in his desire to avoid inter- 
vention, and he feels convinced that 
no Intervention will be necessary. 

In any event, however, there Is no 
feer, of charges that the government 
is afraid to adopt a forceful policy, if 
it becomes necessary, because the 
army already has been moved to a 
position where it can strike at a mo- 
ment’s notice. It is the present in- 
tention to prevent disorder and out- 
rage along the border to the fullest 
extent, but not to cross the border. 

The President takes the ground that 
it requires two parties to make a fight 
and there is no intention of rushing 
to a fracas because the other party 
may seem a little pettish in its treat- 
ment of the American position. 

A neutral zone along the border is 
asserted to be impossible and there 
will be no effort to have one declare]. 
Furthermore, Taft has no intention, 
as intimated from some sources, of 
acting as a mediator between the Mex- 
ican government and the Insurrection- 
ists. It is pointed out that Mexico 
would resent such interference with Its 
internal affairs by the United States. 

If there is to be mediation, it must 
come from some country other than 
this. Of course it is realized that ff 
Mexicans of any faction should take 
to shooting citizens of the United 
States or destroying the property of 
United States citizens in the interior 
of Mexico, it would be a vastly differ- 
ent situation: from the accidental tn- 
juring of persons along the border.

HOLDS JANTZEN FOR TRIAL. 


Justice Hears Vvidence on Charge of 

Obtaining Under False Pre- 

tences by Eu Orte of Land. 

Christian Jantzen. who is accused of 
obtaining money under false pretenses

Notwithstanding the later advices from 
the special correspondent of The Times at 
the City of Mexico with respect to the reply 
of the Mexican government to the message 
of President Taft concerning the firing ov 
Douglas, it is not in our opinion remotely 
possible—so long as Diaz is in power—for 
war with Mexico to be precipitated, for war 
would be a great calamity to both nations. 
It would extirpate $1,000,000,000 of Amer- 
ican investments and could never be com- 
pensated by any geographical changes in 
the map of Mexico that might possibly re- 

therefrom. 


President Taft deserves unstinted com- 
mendation for his sagacious and prudent ac- 
tion in dealing with the situation. The de- 
plorable incident of some Mexican bullets 
reaching and wounding citizens of Douglas 
whether fired from Federal or from in- 
surrecto guns can never be known—has 
been treated by the Washington administra- 
tion with patience and forbearance, as it 
should be. Pending negotiations will prob- 
ably prevent any repetition of it at Doug- 
las or elsewhere, 

The best plan to be for the imme- 
diate future will be the temporary estab- 
lishment of a neutral zone ten miles in 
width—five miles in Mexican territory and 
five miles in American territory. Within 
this zone no armed force from either side 
should be permitted to enter, except for the 
purpose of maintaining its neutrality. This 
zone should be adequately policed on its 
borders at all exposed points and, as al- 
ready suggested, the force of either power 
have authority—after previous notice to the 
other—to enter the agreed territory witl- 
in the zone and allowed to capture or drive 
out om insurrectos, bandits, I-Won't-Work- 
ers and adventurers found therein. 

HE AMBITIONS OF JAPAN. 

Some of those who make fun of Con- 
gressman Richmond P. Hobson because of 
his urging this nation to prepare for the 
possibility of a war with Japan are subor- 


for manufacturing epigrams. 

Ever since the close of the Russo-Japa- 
nese War Japan has been cocky. The Japa- 
nese as soldiers have one advantage over 
those of any other nation. They ardently 
desire to die in battle. Membership of a. 
forlorn hope is regarded as a high honor 
and they go singing to death in an ecstatic 
state of mind, believing that they will, in 
the other world, join thé ancestors whom 
they worship and be in turn an object of 
worship to their descendants. 

Japan hopes and expects to become the 
Britannia of the Pacific seas and to rule 
their waves as a rival of her Atlantic-en- 
vironed prototype. She hungers with an 
unquenchable hunger for the Philippines. 
She has a covetous eye on the Hawailan Is- 
lands and she proposes to establish a Japa- 
nese Monroe doctrine to apply to the coun- 
tries which front on the North Pacific 
Ocean. The navy of Japah consisted in 
1905 of 236 up-to-date war vessels, on which 
42,471 men were employed. The United 
States had at the same time 265 war ves- 
sels on which 32,076 men were employed. 
The annual cost of maintaining the Japa- 
nese navy was $14,508,000, or about $34 per 
‘man. The annual cost of maintaining the 
navy of our country was $81,876,971, or 
about $250 per man. 

The United States has a regular army of 
60,476 men costing 0.9345 per capita to 
maintain, Japan has a regular army of 
210,800 men costing 0.462-5 per capita to 
maintain. | 

It is true that the army of Japan on a 
war footing would be only 1,350,800, while 
that of the United States would be 10,740,- 
000. But the day is past when nations 
Whose territories are divided from each 
other by oceans can successfully invade 
each other. A war with Japan, if one 
should ever be inaugurated, would be a 
maritime war. The naval force of Japan 
is substantially equal to ours and the cost of 
its maintenance is one-eighth that of ours. 

In the event of war Japan could throw 
‘an army into the Philippines and send 
enough ships to destroy our Pacific Coast 
seaport cities before our Atlantic fleet 
could round Cape Horn. 

If Japan means war she will not wait for 
the completion of the Panama Canal to 
inaugurate it, and, notwithstanding repeat- 
ed protestations of amity from Japanese 
Statesmen who adopt Talleyrand’s maxim 
that “words are given to conceal thoughts,” 
it is not absolutely certain that Japan does 
not mean war. 

The best way to avoid such a conflict is 
to prevent it, and the obvious way to pre- 
vent it is to concentrate. a navy in Pacific 
waters, begin the construction of a dozen 
Dreadnovgehts, increase our Pacific foast 
fortifications and double our army. “The 
best security for peace is the most tremer- 
dous preparation for war.”

CANADIAN RECIPROCITY 
AND AMERICAN PAPER. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD. | 
It will be remembered that The Times op- 
posed the agita- 
tion which preceded the adoption of the 
present reduced tariffs and particularly stat- 
d editorially that it was willing ti forego 
whatever gain a reduction in the tarif on 
printing paper might bring to it, rather 
than that the Republican policy of full pro- 
tection should be invaded. But a reduction 
was made and now the proposed re¢iprocity 
with Canada will, if accomplished) invade 
the protection of the American paper indus 
try still further. 
Paper-making is one of the great indus- 
tries of the United States, employing about 
$400,000,000 capital; its 824 mills im thirty 
States produce annually about 5,000,000 tons 
of paper, valued at more than $300,000 ,000. 
In 1880 the capital employed was only $45, 
000,000, so $352,000,000 more of American 
money has been invested im the industry in 
the past thirty years, banking on continued 
protection far its just reward. It has suf 
fered and is suffering under the present 
reduced tariff and is now called upon to suf- 


| fer much more. } 


It is proposed to put three-quarters of this 
great wage-producing industry on an abso 
lutely free-trade basis with Canada, which 
country has cheaper wood, cheaper water- 
power and cheaper labor—the three chief 
elements of cost in the making of paper. 

The result will be to largely, if not wholly, 
transfer the industry to Canada; to deprive 
thousands of wage-earners of theif means 
of livélihood, or force them to Canada, and 
to destroy many thriving communities. 

Imports of news print paper from Canada 
have trebled under the present reduced 
tariff (from $6 per ton to $3.75,) and impor- 
tations of other kinds of paper and pulps 


have increased enormously.

In each of these showings the large in- 
creases in imports under the present re 
duced tariff are immediately seen. 

The paper industry In this country bas al- 
ready begun to retrograde—many pulp mills 
and some paper mills running only part time 
for lack of orders, and many new projects 
have been abandoned. A corresponding 
Stimulus has been given to Canadian mills 
and enterprises. Reciprocity, if , accom- 
plished, i complete the work of disaster. 
In this ind stry alone it is a blow at mil- 
lions of dollars of capital, at thousands of 
wage-earners, at the prosperity of scores of 
villages and towns and at the many depend- 
ent allied industries which supply the paper 
mills. It is a, blow at conservation, since it 
will compel te stripping of timberlands as 
2 prelude to the transfer of the industry to 
Canada. It involves a great economic loss 
to the country, and is both unsound and un- 
just. Moreover, there is no neeil of it. 
Since the development of the wood pulp in- 
dustry in this country the price of news 
print paper has fallen from 13 cents to 3 
cents a pound. 

Before the compact with Canada, which 
is now seeking ratification at both ends, was 
made, the tariff board at Washington re- 
ported that the average cost of producing 

rint paper was, per ton:

Under reciprocity Canadian paper makers 
will have just $4.14 a ton advantage over 
American paper-makers, with our 94,000,000 
market to sell to—a market thirteen times 
as large as the one they offer us—and a 
market which is enlarging every year by 

immigration alone five times as fast as is 
theirs. | 

No one likes to say that such a self-im- 
posed discrimination against ourselves

ciprocal. True reciprocity means an even 
exchange, and thirteen to one is certainly 
not that, but just twelve points away 
from it.
